Dr. Colby Appears for the First 
Time Since 1910 as Head of History 



The Polltirul and Diplomatie History of Modem Eu rope 



For the first time in five years. Df. 
Colby, head of the Department of His- 
tory, made his appearance in the 
Faculty of Arts. lté has urarnged to 
give a half course to the Third and 
Fourth yia/s covering the Political and 
Diplomatie history of Modern Europe 
from 1815 to 1914. 

(We regret that this part jf the 
article was left out of yesterday's issue 
by mistake l 

Proceeding with tile title of his first 
lecture, the '•Precepts of Machlavelll," 
Or. Colby proved how Machlavelll vas 
the starting point of Diplomatic and 
international polities. The definition 
of an ambassador In the past has It en 
that of a polite liar, while ihe popular 
opinion to-day of a diplomat is "<»nc 
Who lies abroad for his country. ' In 
the past there were three kln-^s of 
Ethics, private, public and foreign, 
capable of being twlsbd into the <ihipu 
which circumstances required. Machi- 
avelll's formula was to put country 
before self. "Success Is the lest." 
'There are no crimes In politics." The 
man ot action Is essentially conscience- i 
less." "Praise be to those who Jove 
their country rather than their souls." 
"Let us be Venetians first. Christians 
:ift«r." are all Maehlu velll's maxims, 
which give a true version of his public 
ethics. 

In spite of Ihe fact that nearly 100 
:«ears have passed, there has always 
been a strong tendency to Incorpuse 
die Machiavellian doctrine Into the 
polities of Europe. Take, for example 
ihe Prussian violations of the treaties 
In 1*13 Imposed by Napoleon after 
Jena. Yet much Improvement la tne 



morals of polities has been made In 
recent years. The Industrial rev-ilu- 
tlon has had an Influence In extenllng 
to politics the same code of morals as 
exists In private life, and as a nation 
we are brought up to feel It a disgrace 
even In succeed by falsehood, while 
diplomacy ,:> conscious of having n 
character keep up for truth aril 
Plain dialing so for ns circumstances 
allow. 

Machlavelll was bom !n M69 of a 
very pool family, with no advantages 
In bis youth, yet at the age of CO be 
became foreign .Minister to the Re- 
public of Florence. From 1498 to JJIJJ 
he made numerous visits, and was In 
personal communication with the un- 
portant sovereigns and ministers i f 
Europe. He was a watchful observer 
of their methods and motives, while 
his active life wis spent In council 
chambers, camps and courts. He lived 
In an atmosphere of craft and «suspi- 
cion, fraud and violence, with Morulas, 
Medici. Pope Julius, Maxhnlllian, and 
Eotils XII , together with the Immiral 
and corrupt factions of Florence Itself. 
It was this one side of life be utvW- 
stood, and on which he based his writ- 
ings. 

His fame as a writer rests .ipr.n 



two books. Ills "Discourses" and 
"The Prince" The latter being n 
classic treatise, in the 18th chapter of 
which he discusses how slates should 
be formed, governed and maintained. 
These works made him famous. Eliza - 
belhans knew him Thomas Cromwell 
told Cardinal Pole that he had better 
fling aside dreamers like Pluto Mid 
read o new book by an Ingenious 
Kalian, (hat treated the arts of govern- 
ment practically, Even Bneon wroie: 

"We are much beholden to Machlavelll 
and others, that wrote what men do, 
and not what they ought to do." 

The lecturer pointed out the Machi- 
avellian Influence In the present war. 
The sack of l.oiivuln and Ihe bombard- 
ment of Ithelms ii r>- acts which w.e.ild 
fall within the ethics of Maehlu vcllt. 
Perhaps the most striking statement rf 
the whole discoursi was uttered when 
Dr. Colby finished his Pelure hy de- 
claring "That Germany Is under as 
great a temptation to adopt Machiavel- 
lian methods as any country has tver 
been In the whole history of the 
world. 

The voice of England against the 
neutrality of iî-mium has -been the 
strongest voice ever raisid against 

the Machiavellian method.
